* Pruffian Maj:fty hs already been oblig’d io fure. 
* with almott go00 Men corecruit thofe Troops, and 
‘ tha: ar this Lime they want 4000 Men tc com- 
“plearthem He faid the Recruits thar had been 
* already furniih'd, were draughted out of his Praf- 
* fian Majefty’s beft Troops, and their Room fup- 
‘ ply’d by new Levies: And added, thar the Re- 
“cruits wasting for the faid Troops now in Italy, 
* cannot be levied without a good Sum of Money ; 
and thar his Pruffian Majefty has none to fpare, 
* becaufe the Creaties made with him for his Troops 
* are not duly fatisfied. In particular, he faid the 
‘ Imperial Court were ftill behind-hand of whar was 
* ftipulared they fhould pay; and that this State
